STATE LABOR ASSOCIATION 


In Third Annual Convention—Tbe OBlcer« 


and Proceedings. 


from WtOntMav,, DaOv. 


The third annual convention of the 


Illinois State Labor Association is in 
cession at the court house. It was or- 
ganized in Chicago in March, 1884, and 
met again in Springfield in February of 
1886, Those eligible to seats in the con- 
vention are representatives from all 
Knights of Labor, trades onion and 
other labor organizations, 
The commit- 


tee on credentials yesterday afternoon re- 
ported 25 delegates present and entitled 
to recognition, coming from Deoatur, 
Chicago, Mattoon, Quincy and Spring- 
field—11 from Chicago. 


The committee on organization report- 


ed the following officers, who took their 
places: President, P. J, Quinn, Chicago; 
let Vice Pres't, J, F. Reynolds, Deoatnr; 
2d Vice Pres't, Henry Ealf, Quinoy; Sec- 
retary, John Muleady, Springfield; 1st 
Ass't Seo'y, Wm. Hollister, Chicago; 2d 
Ass't Seo'y, 0.

Tbe state executive committee, through 


A. C. Cameron, reported that during the 
past year tha attempt to pass the anti- 
prison contract labor bill had been a 
failure, and that no action had been tak- 
en on the truck and child labor bills. The 
report read: "The oompa-ative failure 
ot the recent demand for the reception 
of the 8-hour system must huve convinced 
the most skeptical that it is a virtual im- 
poneibi i>y for any city or state to adopt it, 
and successfully or permanently compete 
with othir sections of the country where 
cen hours are considered a day's work, 
and contracts all entered into on this ba- 
sis" Tbe chtnrmnn su^geated that the 
convention should confine itself to secur- 
ing the adoption of two or three practical 
measures, the attaiumqnt of whicb are 
within its grasp; such action will re- 
dound more to the m»teri>u interests of 
the laboring c)a*es, 1=' was urged that 
every mau v.>t« 'or tbe pruposud amend- 
ment to the constitution forbidding ihe 
pernicious pris -11 contract system

Prophetic Wisdom WUeh C«u> Be loond 


' 
In Bird* and Nutiire. 


The man who is out of doors at sun- 


rise can form a pretty accurate opinion 
of what the day may be. If just before 
sunrise the sky—especially in the west 
—is suffused with red, rain generally 
follows in the course of the day. 
In 


winter often snow. If, however, it be 
frosty weather, the downfall is some- 
times delayed. On the other hand, if- 
the sky be a dull gray, and the sun rises 
clear, gradually dispersing the vapors, 
it will be fine. If he retires behind the 
clonda, and there are reddish streaks 
about, it will rain. Should the sun, 
later in the day, shine through a gray, 
watery haze, it will probably be a rainy 
night. 


The sunset is very unreliable. 
Often 


a beautiful sunset will be followed by a 
bad day. After a rainy day, suddenly 
at sunset, in the far west, will appear 
& magnificent streak of crimson (not 
copper-color)—this generally foretells 
a fine day. A tinted halo round the 
sun at setting occurs in long-continued 
rainy weather. A halo round the moon, 
especially if some distance from it, is a 
sure indication of downfall at hand. 


Rainbows are unreliable, except they 


occur in the morning, when ram may 
be expected. Sun-dogs and fragments 
of prismatic colors during the day 
show continued unsettled weather. A 
dazzling metallic luster on foliage dur- 
ing a cloudless day in summer pre- 
cedes a charjje. 


Huge piletf-up masses of white cloud 


in a b!ue sky during winter indicate 
snow or hail. If small, dark clouds 
float below the upper ones, moving 
faster than they, rain will follow, as it 
will i* 
'n the morning, pale brown, 


smoke I'ke clouds are floating about. 
Red-l r._'"rt clouds, high up at evening, 
are followed by wind, occasionally by 
rain. 


Mists at evening over 
low-lying 


ground or near a river, precede fine 
and vT.irm il.iys. If a mist in the niorn- 
insj clears off as the sun gets higher, it 
will be Qne; but if it settles down 
again after lifting a little, rain is at 
hand 
K"o dow in the morning is 


mostly follower! by rain, and a heavy 
dow in the evening" by a fine day. Rain 
follows two or three con«ecuti\e hoar 
frosts. 
A shower of hail in the day 


time is nsnallv followed bv frost at 
night. If, after rain, drops" of water 
still hang on the branches and twigs, 
and to window frames, the rain will re- 
turn, but if they fall, and the wood- 
work dries, fine weather is at hand. 


Stones turn damp before wet, at the 


seme time it mnst be observed that the 
fact of their doing so does not invaria- 
bly indicate rain, for they will do so 
occasionally before heat., 


Smoke descending heavily to the 


ground is the sign of very doubtful 
weather. 


Objects at great distances, which are 


generally indistinctly seen, or even not 
seen at all, sometimes loom out clear 
aad distinct. When this happens, bad 
weather or change of wind ensues. A 
well-known instance of this is the Isle 
of Wight, as seen from Soutbsoa. If 
the opposite shore is clearly seen, there 
is rain about. If, at night, after being 
blown out and exposed to the outer air, 
the wiek of a candle continues to 
smolder a long time, the next day will 
be fine. Green-colored sky betokens 
unsettled bad weather, often long con- 
tinued. 


If, on a fine day, the dust suddenly 


rise in a revolving, spiral column, rain 
is near. 


The howling of the wind indicates, 


in most houses, but not invariably, that 
downfall is near. 
In some houses, 


owing to their construction, the wind 
always moans. Wherever the wind i) 
at the time of the vernal equinox 
(March 21 and thereabouts), that will 
be the, prevailing wind throughout the 
next three months. 


If the stars appear unusually numer- 


ous, 
and the "milky way" very clearly 


defined, with the surrounding sky dark, 
or if there be a misty appearance over 
the stars, rain is coming; while if there 
be but few stars, and those very bright 
and sparkling, in a pale, steely sky, it 
will be fine. 


Swine, before rain, are unusually 


noisy and restless. Swallows in fine 
weather will fly high, and at the ap- 
proach of rain close to the ground; but 
the latter does not apply if the day is 
cold, in which case they hawk Very 
low. 


Common sparrows washing vigor- 


ously in a puddle on the road, or at the 
edge of running water, is a sure sign 
of rain. A baker, who kept a parrot 
in the drp atmosphere of the bake- 
offices, noticed that a few hours before 
rain the bird took an imaginary bath, 
fluttering, as if splashing water, and 
preening her feathers.—Cassell's Fam- 
ily Magazine.

WASHINGTON, May SL— The governnwn 


clerks employed in the departments at Wash 
ington number 15,000, making an army half 
again as large as that of Xenophon in the 
retreat which he writes of in his "Anabasis. 
A curious army it is— old and young men 
and women, of all types, strong and weak 
crippled and active — iti variety ia as broa< 
as that of human life I Btill It is an army 
with distinc:ive features, and of these I wil 
•peak in part in the present let.er. 


IK CHAHQI OV THI RIOI8TEBED LKTTBM. 


It is a fairly well paid set of troopa 


Fifty-eight hundred of its number receive 
salaries which range from 15900 to tl.SOO a 
year, and all, from chiefs to privates, are al- 
lotted a vacation of one whole mouth, at 
almost any time of the year they choose to 
take it 
Many of these clerks receive higher 


than f l,(jt)0 a year, and some range as high 
aa »8,000. Tha cabinet minister gets this, 
and he is nothing but a clerk of the highest; 
grade. Many of his assistants or lieuten- 
ants receive from $2.000 to $8,000, and there 
are a great many clerks who are paid by the 
day, and whose fees are as much as a con- 
gressman's salary. 


This army of clerks never strike?. It is 


content with its wages and it has no reason 
to complain of it« hours of work. Tb°se 
hours are practically only six daily. The 
departments open at 9 o'clock, and the 
clerks are expected to ba at their de»ks at 
that hour, 
They work steadily until noon, 


and then take usually an hour for luncheon. 
At 1 o'clock they are back at their desks, 
and at 4 their day's work is dona 


The treasury contains between 3,500 and 


4,000 clerks. It is th» largest department of 
the government, and the scene at its doors at 
4 p. m. is one of the sights of Washlngtoa

The srrip o£ paper around each 
package of 10') bills states where they came 
from, and wl'O counted them in the country. 
The young lady takes this off, and, moisten- 
ing her nugei-s with a wet sponge in front 
of her, she counts the bills like lightning, 
and, if the package is not right, she reports 
so to the chief, and the banks from which 
the bills came must stand the loss. The 
girls seldom 
make a mistake, and if 


they do so or pass a counterfeit without 
noting it, they must make the mistake good, 
and the amount is taken out of their salary. 
They can tell, however, a bad bill simply 
by feeling it, and a bank cashier will make a 
hundred mistakes wbere they make one. 


Not long ago one of these young lady 


counters was engage i up"n a lot of $100 
notes. She bad been dropping tbe serapa on 
the floor beside her i'i r. pile, after verifying 
the count 
V\ Lile she was counting a pack- 


age she would lay this scrap, marked with 
the name of the bank which sent it, on the 
table beside her. Ac last she came to a 
package that contained only ninety-nine 
notes, and on looking tor the scrap was ter- 
rified to find that it had fallen among the 
others. She was sure she knew the name of 
tbe bank, but she could not prove it 
The 


bank was notified and refused to acknowl- 
edge the mistake and the poor girl was 
forced to pay the f 100. 


Both sexes of clerks at Washington work 


in tbe same department, and it i» often tbe 
cose that young men and young women 
have desks side by side. 
There is no 


restriction as to their social intercourse, 
and it is a matter of surprise to outsiders 
that so few marriages occur among th*

The women do the bulk of tha dead fettar 


office busines«, and it i* wonderful ho* 
much this busmen amount* to.

part year i»».000 lettwn w«r» received at 
the dead letter office, making an average of 
15,000 for every working dar. 
Nearlf 


4,000,000 of thew letten were never called 
for at tbe roatofficee to which they were 
directed, and 112,000 of them were sent to 
hotels and reached there after the guMte for 
whom they were intended had toft The 
ladies of tbe dead letter office look over then 
15,000 letter* which come in daily. 
One let 


doee nothing but open the letters, another 
reads and tort- them, and another examinee 
and redirects them to the proper place* 
A great many of the totters are mis- 
directed, 1,000 of 
this kind come to 


the office every day. 
These misdirected 


letters are ciphered, 
If possible, without 


opening, anil sent to the 
persons (or 


whom they were intended. Women who un- 
derstand foreign languages are engaged in 
this business, as many oC the letters are 
written by foreigners. 
Many of tho letters 


contain monoy, and last year there was 
(83,000 In cash among them, and more than 
11,500,000 worth of drafts and money orders. 
Eighty-four thousand .etters contained post- 
age stamns, 33,000 photographs and 28,000 
articles of merchandise. All of this matter 
must bj returned to the owner, or, if that is 
not possible, the money is covered Into tbe 
treasury and the merchandise is sold at Auc- 
tion. 


In 18S4 there were 37 male clerks in the 


dead letter ofllco, and 78 female clerks. 
Tbe 


annual pay roll of the mael clerks was 
137,400, an average of H 41 per day. The 
annual pay roll of the 78 female clerks was 
173,430, or an average of 13.31 per day. 
Tha 


men did practically the same work as the 
women, but they received $1 more a day 
for it, and hod tbe men s work been dona 
by women, the government would have 
saved 19,311. Had the men done all tha 
work at the above rate, the pay roll would 
have had to be Increased 134,155. It would 
seem that an equalization board ought to be 
appointed, and that Uncle 8am at least 
should give his nieces the same pay as his 
nephews when they do the same work. 


Is the civil service of the government a 


good place for women? 


It seems to me that it is. Tbe hours of 


labor are short, the work Is not such that it 
overtaxes the system, and tho labor Li hon- 
orable. The salaries are better than women 
can make in almost any other occupation, 
and the associations are what the women 
choose to make them. There us'xl to be an 
idea that women in the departments were as 
a rule questionable characters; that they 
were indebted to politic lam solely for their 
appointment, and that the appointment* 
were often given in tho way of a bar- 
gain for quesiionable relations with such 
congressmen. 
There may have been In- 


stances of this character, but they are by 
no means common, and ninety-nine hun- 
dredths of the women in the departments to- 
day are as pure m any in the country. Tbe 
civil service 
reform 
has 
remedied 
the 


chances for an evil which ha* always been 
exagge:ated, and no woman who wUhes to 
b) honest n»ed fear that she will be insulted 
without cause while working for the govern- 
ment. 


The government clerks stand well in 


Washington city. They are far above the 
average of the intelligence of man doing tha 
same character of work which they do 
throughout tlie country, and ansociatton 
with them can hardly be detrimental to 
women. 
Washington Is a pleasant place III 


which to live. It is expensive or c.ioap, as 
one wishes to make it, and It is to bo in the 
future tbe great educational, social and lit- 
erary center oi the couniry. There is no rea- 
son why women should not undergo the 
civil service examination and nartako of it* 
advantages.

CONCERNING SALVAGE. 


What IB Done With VeeTCln and Cargoes 


Wrecked in EngUah Waters. 


The power* of British custom officers 


In the matter of wreckage and salvage 
Is a matter of great interest, and it is 
referred to in a recent report by Her 
Majesty's Commissioners of Customs. 
The whole of the wreck-work in the 
United Kingdom is discharged by these 
officers, under the general superin- 
tendence of the Board of Trade 
All 


wreck found by any person, except the 
owner thereof, is to delivered up to the 
duly appointed person, termed the re- 
eeiver, and if even found by the owner, 
the'receiver is to be apprised of the 
fact. The receiver has power, with a 
warrant' bom a justice of the peace, to 
enter into any house or place wherever 
lituated, and there search for, seize and 
detain any wreck be may find. In all 
caeoi, h« shall, within forty-eight hours 
after taking possession of any wreck, 
unified to be posted up at the custom- 
house in the port nearest to which such 
Wreck was found or seized, a des- 
cription of the same, and of any 
marks by which it may be distin- 
guished. It ia his special duty, whilst 
providing forthe claims of bona-fide sal- 
vors, to protect, so far as his powers 
permit, owners against vexatious and 
Improper claims. The receiver is fur- 
ther required to proceed to any place 
in the united Kingdom, either on the 
shore or in a tidal river, where any 
ship may be stranded or in distress, 
and there to take command of all per- 
sons present, and issue such directions 
ae he may deem appropriate for the 
preservation of the ship and her ap- 
parel, as well as the cargo and the 
lives of all persons on board. 


The number of wrecks reported in 


1884- jj was eleven 
thousand three 


hundred and seventy-one, 
and the 


number sold or otherwise disposed of, 
ten thousand one hundred and thir- 
ty-three. 
The 
amount 
of money 


received on account of wreck was 
twenty-four thousand one hundred and 
fifteen pounds; but as much of this 
amount is received in very small sums, 
it does not adequately represent the 
very important work performed in this 
matter every year by the officers of 
custom*.—N. X. Observer.

The significance of these figures is 
that by mixing two or more together 
the healthful nutritive ratio of the feed 
may be maintained, or that the defici- 
ency of coarse fodders, auch M straw, 
marsh hay, etc., may be made up, also 
that an economical selection of foods 
may be made for feeding for varioud 
purposes, for growth, fat, milk or 
butter. 


Fat is more readily assimilated in. 


the system than starchy ipod. Fat is 
essentially a carbo-hydrate—that is, it 
ia made of carbon and hydrogen, a 
starch, sugar and gum are; but while 
these have to be digested and changed 
in the digestive and assimilative organs 
before they pass into the blood, fats are 
emulsified in the liquid aliment which 
passes from the stomach into the intes- 
tines and become absorbed to a large 
extent directly into the blood, from 
which they are deposited in the tissues 
or pass into the udder and are secreted 
in the milk. For this reasonfat is valued 
as food two and a half times as much as 
starch or sugar, and this higher value 
is to be taken into account. One other 
point should be noted, viz., that by the 
new process of extracting oil by solu- 
tion in naphtha or benzine the oil- 
meals are practically deprived of all 
their fat, and their character is thus 
changed very considerably. Upon ex- 
amining the above Hat some of the 
foods are seen to be complete in them- 
selves, while others are found to vary 
exceedingly from the standard nutri- 
tive ratio. Wheat bran, for instance, 
allowing for the difference above men- 
tioned ia the value of the oil, is seen to 
have a ratio of ten of proteine to sixty 
of carbo-hydrates, or one to six, which 
is so near the estimated ratio as to be 
accepted as a normal one. Oats bear a 
ratio of one to ten, and barley almost 
the same. Peas, on the other hand, 
have a ratio of about one to three. If. 
therefore, an equal quantity of pats and 
peas are ground together the mixture is 
equal to two to thirteen, or one to six 
and a half, which is very near what 
is wanted, and when fed with ordi- 
nary hay make an excellently well 
balanced food, especially for young 
animals. Just here we might mention 
that the so-called calf meals, calf foods 
and lamb meal and milk substitutes 
which are popular among English 
farmers, and deserve to be equally 
popular and useful here, are made up 
of a mixture of various meals, selected 
for their digestibility and for their 
healthful nutritive ratio. 
These are 


sold at a high price as compared with 
their cost, the skill and knowledge of 
the eompounder being charged for as 
liberally as the market will bear. By 
comparing the ratio of various foods 
in this list with that of milk, which is 
one to tour and four and a half (and 
is especially favorable for very young 
animals which require a surplus ol 
proteine) it is not difficult for any in- 
telligent farmer to make a satisfactory 
substitute for milk for himself, and to 
roar his calves without depending upon 
the cows—a practice of the greatest 
value to the dairyman. 


As a frightful example of an ill- 


balanced food which has called for 
well-dpserved animadversion, wu may 
take distillery slop, the food with 
which the so-called swill milk dairi* 
are supplied. 
This1 stuff is seen to 


have a nutritive ratio of about one to 
three, the excess of nitrogen producing 
an inflamed condition of the blood, a 
deficiency of carbon for respiration, 
and throwing an excessive quantity of 
nrea into the kidneys. The conse- 
quences of such feeding can not help 
but be disastrous. The blood ia soon 
poisoned, the lungs can not supply the 
•ystem with sufficient oxygen to get 
rid of the waste matter in tlu blood, 
the whole system is on fire wil'a fever, 
and the fatal lung fever which prevails 
in these "hot-beds," well named and 
justly abominated as the source of a 
most pestilent infection, carries off the 
cows with great rapidity and infects 
the whole locality with contagion. 


This subject is worthy of the closest 


and most careful study, and the figures 
given should be preserved for reference 
as a basis for a system of feeding that 
may inure to the profit of the fanner 
and the we!'are of the stock, one being 
inclusive of the other.—tf. Y. Times. 


A Useful Little Contrivance. 


By moans of the new and ingenious 


iittle instrument known as the hyaloly- 
photype, or hot pen, drawings can be 
made on glass or glassy substances 
with a waxy composition, which is 
solid and somewhat hard at ordinary 
temperature's 
The pen is so contrived 


that it can be heated either by gas 01 
by an electric current, and the wa^y 
material flows easily from the heated 
pen, setting so quickly on the glasa 
that cross-hatching can be done more 
rapidly than with ordinary pen and 
ink, without risk of blocking up the 
angles; corrections, too, can le mada 
with the greatest ease by means of a 
penknife, which leaves the surfaca 
afterward intact. After the drawing 
has been made, the plate is etched by 
fluoric acid, and when complete it can 
be either electrotyped, stereotyped, 
used direct, or applied to any purpose 
for which engraved surfaces are re- 
ouired.—AT. x. Sun,

A few minutes after eleven o'clock the 


Jury was brought into court and Judge 
Van Wagoner rose, and in a slow, impres- 
sive voice, read his instructions to the 
jury, who stood up and listened atten- 
tively to every word of the 
directions 


given to them. 


HKAOIKO THT; INDICTMENT. 


Judge Van Wagoner first read the in- 


dictment, the first count of which charges 
Maxwell with administering chloroform 
to 1'rulior and then choking him to death; 
the second with chloroforming him to un- 
consciousness and then suffocating him in 
a trunk, and the third thatjwhlle In tho 
perpetration of n robbery he killed Prel- 
ler by some means unknown to the grand 
jury. 


He then instructed the jury that if they 


believed that on April 5, 188S, or any 
time prior to the finding of the indict- 
ment, Maxwell killed Preller, as charged 
jn any of Uio counts of the indictment, 
they must flnd him guilty of murder in 
tho first degree. The court further In- 
structed the jury that in considering the 
term "deliberately," they roust consider 
that In this case there is no evidence of 
passion or lawful provocation. 


If the defendant administered chloro- 


form to Frellcr recklessly and carelessly, 
but without intent to kill, the verdlcl 
should bo murder in the fourth degree, 
und it ho was treating Prellor for dlscasu, 
•with broiler's consent and with propel 
care, the jury should acquit. 


The jury were instructed that what 


the defendant said about himself was 
presumed to be true. Tho testimony of 
tho experts was to bo considered and his 
flight from St. Louis was to be consid- 
ered in deterrnlng the guilt or innocence 
of tho dcfeudant. 


MR. BISHOP'S SPEECH. 


Shortly after the reading oi the Instruc- 


tions, Mr. C. Orrick Bishop came from 
the circuit attorney's ofllce and opened 
lor the prosecution. He said:

Maxwell trylnu to raise twenty-five dollars, 
nnd yet now he says he had fllty or slxly 
dollars nnd Mr. PrellPr hnd promised him 
money. Mr Piellor disappears, and Maxwell 
never Inquires for him. He tells that Mr. 
Preller hnd gone to the country. He sends 
Ills trunks to theVandalia train 
He goes 
about spending money for various things. 
Yet he goes on the stand and says he was In 
a dazed condition from drink and fear and 
all the time he knows enough to do all this. 
He has been driven from one position to an- 
other. He has been foroed to admit that 
this monev was Preller's money and not his 
own. 


Mr. Bishop then took up the question of his 
condition He followed the prl«oner in his 
acts while in this city, his careful purchas- 
ing of the trunk, his other purchases, the 
buying of his ticket, tho ohecKIng of Ills 
trunk to San Francisco at tho depot, his 
buying of the flute, trying it before taking 
lr; his purchase of a diamond, ring, his 
questions about It, his selection of It; his 
visit to Aloe's and selection of colored 
glasses and purchase of fleld-glassea. 
"Do yon m&an to tell me," s aid he, "that a 
man who goes about In this way Is crazed by 
remorse or ilnzod by drink' And then he 
goes to the hotel nna writes to Mr. Warren, 
telling him that they (he and Preller,) are 
going to Texas on a ranch He knows that 
Mr. Warren would be the first man to make 
Inquiries. Preller, he knew when the wrote 
that letter, was packed In a trunk, chloro- 
formed and dead by his hand. And vet he 
he says he wrote this letter under tho in- 
fluence of liquor." 
Mr. Bishop then touched on his visit to a 
shooting gallery, his talk about Turkish 
women and the hotel girls. This shows his 
character; and then his visit to San Fran- 
cisco. Where was he'when he was suffer- 
ing from remorse but spending his time with 
bad women? And at this time Preller was 
resting In his trunk. He says 'My poor dead 
friend,'with the evidence of his acts. Ills 
horrible—It Is sickening! 


"Now, 
to look at this case direct!v Max- 
well was In Boston, and found that he could 
not stay there longer, and yet he talks all 
the time about his Western trip. He didn't 
know what to do. He couldn't practice law 
or medicine, nor be a hotel clerk, nor be ft 
salesman. He did not want to begin at the 
bottom. He comes to St. Louis, according 
to his own statement, on a cheap ticket" 
Mr Preller comes, believing that Maxwell Is 
to make the trip West with him. Max- 
well Ingratiates himself 
in the confi- 
dence of a drng-store man, where he 
c»n get his 
chloroform. Maxwell 
li»d 
scarcely any money at all, while Mr Prel- 
ler was well flxed. Ho showed a big roll of 
bills; he paid for everything, oven to the 
smallest articles. The demon of avarioa- 
and nmrdor possessed Maxwell. 
Preller 
was lured Into his room and was done to 
death. There is nothing in the evidence on 
which » theory of Innocence can be based 
He tells von he killed his friend by accident 
and he did not try to get help when tho bell 
was at his hand. He says he dropped him 
Into the trunk and closed nnd corded it 
when Mr. Ryan tells yon that the body must 
have been packed systematically Into 
't. He tells you that he plit the first gar- 
uaent he could find on tne body. Not a 
scrap of paper or n garment oi "Brooks' 
Is .ound among Preller's 
effects, 
ex 
cept 
this 
old 
pair 
of 
drawer*. 
He soys he was d<;zed with grief and fear, 
and yet he marked the body with a scnlpel 
and branded him as a tralior. He heimet- 
Ically sealed his friend in the trunk with the 
cord and left him to rot. Ho tells the hotel 
people that his friend has gone to the coun- 
try lor • few days, to keep them from ex- 
amining the room. He goes to San Fran- 
cisco and spends a nlL'ht In drink and de- 
bauchery, even playing a hideous Joke He 
not only steals every cent of money from 
Pieller, but he takes his cuffs, his cuff-but- 
tons, his clothes. He enjoys himself all the 
way to the West, te.Is stories and jokes. It 
Is scandalous, it Is I-orrlble. """'"""• 
It would be Impossible to go through all 
the evidence of this case. T have already 
gone over It In the opening of the case. T 
have presented tome of the main points In it 
and have endeavored to present the law to 
you.|I|have endeavored to domy duty and my 
connection with this case ceases 
1 regret 
that you should be compelled to leave your 
:iomes for such a length of time. But you 
aave »een how the law Is administered In 
this State, what safeguards are thrown 
around the defendant, and oven these safe- 
guards not against him when he Is guilty 


"You 
have a duty to perform, an unpleas- 
ant one.

Th? Ex-Qrand Sachem oi Tammany 
Panel Quietly Away in the Pre» 


ence oi Eia Family. 


NHW YORK, June 1.—John Kelly died 


at 3:30 p. m. 


NEW YOHK, June 2.—Dr. Edward J. 


Keyes and Dr. Alexander, who have con- 
stantly attended Mr. Kelly, saw two days 
aso that he could not las'! much longer. 
Mr. Kelly also knew that death was near. 
On Monday he spoke calmly ol it U> Dr. 
Keyes. 
The cause of his death, the 


physicians say, was general failure of 
nerve, voice and vitality, without the 
breaking down of any organ. There was 
no special disease. 
His breaking down 


was caused by overwork. 


pparently he was getting stronger 


about three weeks ago, but about oue 
week from Sunday he suddenly showed 
signs o* a change for the worse. At one 
o'clock Monday morning the nurse noticed 
that Mr Kelly had great dtfficcilty 
in 


breathing. He sent for Rev. Father J. 
K. Measlier. He administered the sacra- 
ment of extreme unction, aud no one 
thought that the dying man would see 
the return of day. but toward dawn be 
grew easier and during the day be 
walked about his room leaning on his 
nurse. 


At ten o'clock Monday night he went 


te bed, and never rose from it. When 
Dr. Keys called on him during the after- 
noon he smiled and said that he knew the 
end was near. 


LATER. 


Mr. Kelly died at 3:20p. m. The funer- 


al ceremonies will take place Saturday at 
the cathedral. The funeral will be strict- 
ly private, in accordance with Mr. Kelly's 
expressed wish. 


AD his immediate family were abont 


his bed side, and the end was painless 
and peaceful. It was impossible to tell 
when he ceased to breathe, so gradual 
was the fading away of his life, and up to 
within an hour of when his pulse ceased 
to beat his mind was clear, aud he spoke 
to his wife. He was sixty-four years old 
last April.

It provides that 
should the control of such cards be held 
under patent, he may contract and agree 
to pay a reasonable sum for the exclusive 
ownership and control of all such patents 
within the United States, and if he can 
not secure such ownership, he is further 
authorized to contract and agree to pay 
a reasonable royalty on each thousand of 
such cards until the life of such patent 
shall expire.
